In the f aU of "98 the State College 
Athletic Association, composed of 
what had previously been three de- 
partments, football, basketball, and 
track, were combined. 

Pursuant to an order of the board 
of trustees a faculty committee 
athletics was appointed by the presi- 
dent eanaiatina of Pr o f aaao r Mdaeni 
chafarman, and Profesaors Blanton and 
Miller. For several years thereafter 
the Athletic Committee had very lit- 
tle power — all matters during this 
period coming directly to the faculty; 
and it was with records of this kind 
that the minatea of the faenlty are 
chiefly fiHed. 

The first wmtroversy in the faculty 
was over the playing of academic stu- 
dents. The principal of the academy 
was determined that his students 
should not play on teams in match 
games, which in that day, mokt of the 
matriculation in the institution being 
\fikm tite grade of freshmen, woald 
hafw pot State College out of the 
running with other colleges who had 
no SBch restrictions and were also 
very prone to offer all kinds of induce 
ments to get pcgaona to flay «B their 
teams. 

In the firat trial ef atranath la the 

faculty, over whether atodenta below 

the grade of freshmen should be per- 
mitted to contest as members of the 
teams, the anti-athletic element was 
out-voted by the pro-athlptic element. 
12 to 4. However, this was a barren 
victory, f or at tiie next meetiaa of 
tiM board of trustees (at executive 
committee), the president had an or- 
der passed nullifying in effect the 
action of the faculty (of course the 
board never knew how matters stood 
in the faculty, or what their action 
had been). 

It was also ordered by the board 
that permission to play away from 
home must be granted by the entire 
faculty on application in each case. 

Ben Van Meter, now Dr. Vdn Meten 
of Lexington, was elected manager of 
the f ootbaU team of 1808, and "Jack- 
ie" Thompeoin was retained as coach. 
Garred, '94, was captain. 

A published list of the members of 
the football squad at the beginning of 
the season gave as members of the 
first team, StoU, Bryan, Redmon, 
Gary, Falconer, Steele Wooda, JoUy, 
Lyle, and Ed^ Hodby; and of the sec- 
ond team, Alford, Smith, Powell, 
Muir, Gardner (Sandy), Cowherd, 
Weaver, DeBow, Garnett, and Ker- 
rick. 

Georg^etown shied her football hat 
into the ring for the first time in the 
season of 1693. Her team, clad in 
immamlate suits, marrhed out on the 
State College Held October 14, and 

all the State College crowd seeing 
the whiteness of the suits knew the 
"Lord had delivered them into our 
hands." They were taaiaalail tO the 
tune of 80 to 0. 

The iiiiBiment of tjm Lexington 
Piesa on the fonowfair^dsy was "that 

the Georgetown team were a nice, 
gentlemanly looking lot, but had not 
yet learned to play football." 

We note as another comment on 
the game that Woodard and Swango 
did not play for State CoUaca, ba- 
cauae their names had not been on a 
liat sent to Georgetown. It will be 
noted that these men had last ap- 
peared as Centre athletes. There was 
tiien and for some year.s later, no 
'VMM-year rule" to prevent such a 
praetioe and there waa cea a idToMe 
of thia aUftiar. around of athletiea— 
in most aaaaa going where there were 
the grontaat pecuniary inducements. 
There were no such inducements in 
the case of these two young men, 
however. They simply left Centre 
because they were diagrnntled at 
sonwthing over thare, niatrieulated 
at the Calhoun Buah maa CoUog*.

Man confronts life and the 
as a challenging problem. He sees 
himself and the world as a mystery. 

He seems to stand in the presence of 
reality. With S(H.'nc'er he feels him- 
self to be "everywhere in the pres- 
ence of an infinite and etonal eaorgy 
from iriiich all things proceed." Bat 
what to tiM nature of that energy? 
Is it Hke matter or mind? Is the 
universe mere mechanism or a vital 
organism ? Has the univei st- a source 
or ground, and has life any meaning 
or object or end ? If so, can man re- 
late his life to this source and to this 
•ad? Ta da •• to t* aatar tha sphere 
of rsH^toi^ 

It is, however, not aaeeaaary to do 
so. A man may live npoa a veget- 
able or animal plane, a piecemeal, 
a hand-to-mouth existence without 
thought or purpose or aim. But if he 
seeks to understand, to unify, to inte- 
grate, to harmonize his life and to 
relate it to its possible source and 
end, he is now standing on the thresh- 
old of religion. Indeed it is difficult 
to escape it, for religion is ineradi- 
cably rooted deep in human nature. 
In its lower ranges, could we de- 
fine religion as the effort "to bring 
the whole of experience into the light 
of the best that one knows and to or- 
ganize that experience in loyalty to 
that best?" If a man is devoted to 
the spiritual values of truth, good- 
ness, beauty, love, he has already be- 
gun to be religious. But what is the 

beat that we know? 

A certain manufacturer makes a 

simple eggbeater in sixteen parts. He 
says you can put those -parts in a 
churn and turn them for a thousand 
years but you will get no eggbeater 
by chance. It takes intelligence 
ev^n to put his simple eggbeater to- 
gether. The writer went to see the 
Ford motor works, and the ear in its 
some four thousand parts came off 
the moving table under its own power. 
He did not conclude from the relative 
perfection of the machine that there 
was no mind behind it, but went in 
to see the inventor, to try to come

behhid the maehhie. So, if he sees 

this vast universe, not a simple egg- 
beater, or motor mechanism, but from 
each electron in its mathematical or- 
bit, from each element in the periodic 
scale of its atomic weight, to the cal- 
culahto BMttoM •< tiM heavy kodtoa 
and tile infinite sweep of the ordered 
universe as a whole, he can say with 
Darwin that "the mind refuses to look 
upon it aa the outcome of chance — 
that is, without purpose or design." 
He is forced to seek to come to terms 
with thto whoto of EMttty, 4Mm 
Sourea of life, this infinite and eter- 
aal barsy. thto Cause or Ground. 
wUeh includes truth, goodness and 
beauty, the little flower, the mind of 
man, and Jesus of Xazareth. This 
Reality must be great enough to in- 
clude them all. 

We may conceive religion as the 
•Cart to ted tlM aoarea, tlM meaning 
and the object of life, and vitally to 
relate our lives to them. It seeks not 
to drift blindly, but to see life stead- 
ily and to make it whole. It aims 
to iiitagtafs, to rdate, to 



life about tis best. It seeks in a wcnrld 
of relative values to find the highest 
value. What is that highest value? 

Believing in .Tesus' way of life and 
in his all-inclusive principle of love 
as the full sharing of life, I there- 
fore determine to apply this principle 
in all the relationships of life: 

1. To \n* aiaipty aad aacriieally, 
avoid waste and hnrary. Ta make 
the purpose of my life the ■ahiag of 
men rather than the making of mon- 
ey. Not to grow rich in a poor world 
by laying up treasures for myself but 
to share all with my fellow men. To 
apply the galdni rata ia'aU m$ fa- 
latifliiahipB. 

2. To prattiw brotherhood toward 
all. To lenMaiber that every hnman 
being is a person of infinite worth, de- 
serving the fullest opportunity for 
self-development. To participate in 
no secret order or fraternity if it 
tend^' to exchisiveness, prejudice or 
strife. To seek justice for every man 
without distinction of caste or coltv. 

3. To make peace where there is 
strife; to seek to outlaw war, "the 
world's chief collective sin," as piracy 
and slavery have already been out- 
lawed, substituting a positive pro- 
pnpi of international justice and 
good-wfll. 

I. To redeem the social otder; to 
test its evils hy the priadpto of love 
and fearlessly to challenge them as 
Jesus challenged the money-changers 
in the temple. To endeavor to re- 
place them by the constructive build- 
ing of the new social order, the King- 
dom of God on earth. If a student, 
to apply this purpose immediately to 
the problems of the campus; to seek 
education as training for service rath- 
er than the mere enjoyment of priv- 
itoflb tiM attiteM* «< snatoa or the 
athtofUMaat of dMap " sace aa s ;" to 
tolerate no dishonest practices in 
classroom, athletics or college elec- 
tions; to maintain no relationships 
with my fellows, men or women, 
which del>ase the supreme value of 
peranalilf.

The first ttaga of syring football 
practice at the Unl ve ralty of Ken- 
tucky was completed last week, when 
two teams selected by Coach Harry 
Gamage engaged in a practice game 
on Stoll Field to determine the su- 
premacy within their own ranks.

Last year approximately 50 men re- 
ported for spring football practice, 
and to date only 38 men have re- 
ported.

IJttle Volumes of John Ward, 
Vicar of S(ratford-oa-Avon, 
Relates Numerous Aawdtotes 
About the F'oet. 

The Council of the Medical Society 
of Londoi ezpeeU bidding for the au- 
tograph diary of the Rev. John Ward, 

Vicar of Stratford-on-Avon. t«r reach 
five fibres when the society sells it 
at auction in April. Altliough most 
, of the conte.-ts of the sixteen little 
pocket voluntes are notes and com- 
■MBts OB mfmaU between 1646 and 
1497 of no particular importance, 
some others refer to conversations 
with persons who had known Shakes- 
peare intimately as weU as the mem- 
bers of his cirde in boUi Laadoa awl 
Stratford. 
For example, here it a piece in the 

1661 -l'< volume: 

".Shakespeare, Drayton and Ben 
Johnson had a merry meeting, and 
it seems dMok too knd, fer/Sliakes- 
peare died of a feavoDr tMere con- 
tracted." 

■ Dr. Charles Severn, the Registrar 
to the Medical Society, who exam- 
ined the Diary in 1839 and left com- 
ments on certain of its entries, wrote 
that "it aeeow naaoaable to aoppose 
tiiat this was a matter eoneeming 
which the Rev. John Ward would 
have made inquiries, wherever cir- 
cumstances brought the history of 
Shaki'speare into conversation." 

In another place the diarist says 
tbat "Bha^napeare's allowance for 
two plays a year was so large that 
he spent at the rate of 1,000 pounds 
a year." 

The diarist is credited by Dr. Sev- 
ern with having possessed a copy of 
the folio edition — which issue is not 
clear — with the autograph " W. 
Shakespeare," written on a slip of 
paper and pasted in. Dr. Severn 
snnested that it was probably a gen- 
uine autograph obtained by Mr. Ward. 

In all, there are about twenty pages 
f€T the most part containing anec- 
dotes and episodes concerning ^he 
poet, which came to Mr. Ward < at 
second hand and some of them within 
twenty years afte/ Shakespeare's 
death. The following entries show 
how certain curious subjects were re- 
garded at Stratford in the middle of 
the seventeenth sentury: 

"Dr. Conyers dissected a person not 
kwf Biaee, that diad fer love ia Lon- 
don: and they foond <at least as they 
fancied) the impression of a face 
made upon his heart." 

"When Sir Thomas More was pris- 
oner in the Tower, they shut from 
him all his books; whereupon hee 
shntt up his wiadows aad bsing askt 
why, he answered. It was time to 
shut up shop when all the ware is 
gone.' " 

"I saw Ben Johnson'.s play, caJld 
the Alchymist, acted, in which two 
parts were acted wel, the Dr. & the 
Pofitan, the latter incompafafcljr wel, 
att the playhouse, wMch Is the 
King's,' betwixt Lincoln's Inn Field 
& Vere Street," 

In turning over the pages of the 
Diary, it becomes obvious that Mr. 
Ward was almost as great a reader 
as Richard Burton, and that, like 
him, he jotted down such passages 
as stmefc his faaer*
